By  Humanifies  College

Two  new  inter-departmental  majors  will  be  offered  next 
fall,  announced  Dean  Leonard  B.  Rice  of  the  - College  of  Hu- 
manities and  Social  Sciences. 

Officially  approved  by  Vice  President  Earl  C.  Crockett 
are  Hispanic-American  and  humanities  majors.  They  will  ap- 
pear in  the  1959-60  catalog,  Dean  Rice  said. 

The  new  Hispanic-American  major  will  include  a study  of 
Spahish-America — its  language,  history,  geography,  sociology 
and  politics.  Lee  Valentine  of  the  language  department  has 
been  named  director. 

Dean  Rice  said  that  this  major  would  be  beneficial  to 
graduates  who  would  be  working  in  government  or  business 
and  might  be  sent  to  one  of  the 
Central  or  South  American 
countries. 

The  other  major,  humanities 
will  include  75  hours  in  art,  lit- 
erature, language,  history  and 
music  in  lieu  of  a regular  de- 
partmental major  of  45  hours 
and  a minor  of  20  hours. 

Rules  Given 

Each  student  working  for  a 
humanities  major  will  be  ad- 
vised to  supplement  these  sub- 
jects with  courses  from  archae- 
ology, geology,  philosophy  and 
social  science.  He  must  also  com- 
plete 24  hours  of  a foreign  lan- 
guage. 

Intensive  study  by  committees 
has  been  done  on  the  majors  for 
more  than  a year,  Dean  Rice 
said.  He  added  that  ideas  were 
being  formulated  before  that 
time. 

The  inter-departmental  majors 
have  been  designed  to  serve  stu- 
dents whose  educational  objec- 
tives are  not  met  by  a conven- 
tional major  and  minor.

Author  Says  Book  of  Mormon  Defense  Sure

“We  are  in  an  era  when  we 
can  defend  the  Book  of  Mormon 
against  all,  comers — no  excep- 
tion— with  cold,  honest,  factual 
evidence,”  Thomas  Ferguson 
told  the  University  Archaeologi- 
cal Society  Thursday  night. 

Speaking  to  a packed  lecture 
hall,  the  middle-aged  president- 
founder  of  the  New  World  Ar- 
chaeological Foundation  called 
attention  to  what  he  termed  his 
most  important  discovery,  Egyp- 
tian hieroglyphs  at  Chiapa,  Mex- 
ico. 

These  modified  (reformed) 
Egyptian  hieroglyphs  were 
found  during  the  summer  of 
1958.  They  were  dated  into  the 
early  Nephite  period. 

Lawyer- Archaeologist  Fergu- 
son, who  has  expended  some 
$200,000  via  the  foundation  in 
six  years  of  fieldwork  in  middle 
America,  claims  to  have  found 
50  cities  along  one  river  which 
have  been  radiocarbon  dated 
into  Book  of  Mormon  times. 

The  “Lehi  tree  of  life”  stone 
was  also  discussed.  Dr.  M.  Wells 
Jakeman,  chairman  of  BYU  ar- 
chaeology department,  has  “ab- 
solutely identified”  this  100  A.D. 
stone  as  depicting  Lehi’s  vision, 
said  Ferguson.

Notes  Three  Factors 

Three  factors  are  outstanding 
in  the  Mormoi>  society,  largely 
contributing  to  the  noticeable 
percentage  of  LDS  non-smoking 
attitudes — tobacco  education,  ap- 
plication of  the  restored  Gospel 
and  family  non-smoking  atti- 

tudes. 

From  survey  information, 
about  13  per  cent  are  regular 
smokers.  Several  reason  are  in- 
dicated which  lend  to  the  causa- 
tional  picture. 

The  teenager  said,  “Many 
young  people  are  like  sheep.  If 
two  or  three  smoke  regularly, 
the  remainder  of  the  high  school 
crowd  will  eventually  follow 
suit.”

What  is  the  answer?  The 
-school  counseling  program 
I could  be  a partial  colution.  Sub- 
1 stantial  teenagers  can  influence 
others  with  borderline  values.  A 
small,  club  program  could  lend 
| to  clearing  smoking  practices  up. 
In  individual  application,  the  re- 
' stored  Gospel  can  add  to  th^ 
youth’s  ability  to  work  out  his 
adjustment  difficulties. 

In  the  use  of  all  these  tech«- 
niques,  the  teenager  can  gain  in- 
ward security,  a greater  depth 
of  self-understanding,  and  an  in- 
creased ability  in  getting  along 
with  others.  Therefore,  he  would 
find  it  unnecessary  to  express 
himself  through  regular  smoking 
practices.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — A 
new  drive  was  launched  in  Con- 
gress Friday  to  give  professional 
sports  — particularly  minor 
league  baseball — a break  under 
the  anti-trust  laws. 

Baseball  Commissioner  Ford 
Frick  promptly  hailed  as  “just 
what  we’ve  wanted”  a section  of 
the  bills  to  permit  telecasts  of 
major  league  games  to  be 
blacked  out  in  minor  league 
cities  when  the  minor  leaguers 
were  playing  at  home. 

“That  would  go  a long,  long 
way  to  solving  our  problem,” 
Frick  said,  because  “it  will  give 
minor  league  teams  a chance  to 
sell  their  own  product  to  local 
radio  and  television,  as  well 
helping  local  attendance.” 


This  was  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  collegiate  game 
that  any  change  was  made  in  the 
width  of  the  uprights.  It  will  give 
not  only  a better  chance  on  field 
goals  but  will  also  afford  the 
college  kickers  a better  chance 
on  conversions. 


The  change  in  the  substitution 
rule  was  somewhat  more  compli- 
cated than  the  goal  post  deal  but 
it  means  basically  that  “a  free 
substitute  may  enter  and  re-enter 
the  game  whenever  the  clock  is 
stopped  except  during  an  “ex- 
cess” timeout. 


The  committee  give  greater 
leeway  on  the  timeout  deal  by 
increasing  the  number  allowed 
each  half  from  four  to  five.
